and I am sanguine enough to believe 
that if entrusted with power I would

from me, select the one most worthy 
to carry on the work begun by me— 
so successful that the administra- 
tion would speak for itself and that 
t would not be necessary for me to 
defend it in bulletin or pronuncia- 
mentos.

RECIPES 


Chow-Chow 


Six large ripe tomatoes, one large 


onion, one green pepper, one tea- 
spoonful of salt, two tablespoonfuls 
of brown sugar one pint of vinegar; 
peel and cut fine the tomatoes, chop 
fine the onion and pepper; add salt, 
sugar and vinegar; stew gently one 
hour. 


Sweet Cucumber Pickles 


Take six large, ripe, yellow cucum- 


bers, peel and cut into inch pieces. 
Weigh, and to each seven pounds al- 
low four pounds sugar, a pint cider 
vinegar, a dozen whole cloves, a stick 
of cinnamon and two blades of mace. 
Put vinegar, sugar and spices into a 
porcelain lined kettle, bring to a good 
scald, then add the cucumbers. Cov- 
er and cook gently until tender, but 
not mushy. Stand aside over night, 
then bring again to the boiling point 
and stand aside to cool. Repeat this- 
the third morning, then lift out the 
cucumbers and pack in jars. Boil the 
syrup down a little longer, pour over 
the pickles and seal. 


Cucumber Catchup 


Pare very thin six large, fresh 


cucumbers and chop fine, add a small 
tablespoonful of salt, let it drain in a 
colander about an hour, add two 
small or one large onion chopped 
fine, teaspoonful of white pepper and 
one pint of white wine vinegar (cider 
vinegar will do), stir it all well to- 
gether, put into a wide mouthed bot- 
tle, seal it air tight and. let stand at 
least a month before using. Any one 
fond of cucumbers will like this. ' If 
air tight it will keep for years.

Some Republican Testimony.

"I am persuaded that it is just, equita- 
ble, wise and right that the depositors 
of the banks which come under pro- 
visions of this bill will have their de- 
posits guaranteed to them as well ^ 
the banks circulating notes held by 
the general public. The nature of the 
obligation is exactly the same in prin- 
ciple, whether evidenced by a pass- 
book or by the bank's notes iii the form 
of circulating money. There is no dif- 
ference in principle." 


The Chairman—Do you think that 


this principle of guaranteeing deposits 
would lead to unsound banking? 


Mr. Gag.e—No, sir. I think the fact 


that under this bill there would be 
greater restrictions and a penalty for 
neglect of inspection and that there 
would be machinery for inspection 
would lead to sounder banking.

publican comptroller of the currency 
under McKinley, Charles G. Dawes, 
one of the leading financiers of Chi- 
cago. This is what he had to say about 
a bank guaranty system in a book he

ting every few days to headquarters. 
Four states now and four publications 
are struggling for pre-eminence in this 
useful service. The Commoner leads 
the list as a money getter, with the 
Houston Post, edited by Colonel R. M. 
Johnston of the national committee, 
a close second. 
The New Orleans' 


Daily States and the Nashville Ten- 
nesseean are struggling neck and neck 
for third place. This method of rais- 
ing funds from popular subscriptions 
will develop and grow as the cam- 
paign goes on. Every now and then 
s6me new device for extending it is 
presented, and all are given careful 
attention by the finance committee. 
The one thing that has not been done 
is to diverge in the slightest degree 
from the spirit of the resolution adopt- 
ed at the first meeting of the national 
committee after the convention which 
declared against soliciting or accepting 
contributions from corporations. Not 
one such contribution has thus far 
found its way into the Democratic 
treasury.

Birds That Play.
